Our post bug is being bloated by com- 
munications on the question of the dit- 
ference which has been set up in the 
treatment—with respect to separation al- 
lowance—between the sailor’s wife and 
the wives of soldiers. One typical letter 
from a correspondent at Clapham Junc- 
tion is to hand, and this writer informs 
us that Viscount Curzon, in case he 18 
elected for South Battersea, has given en 
assurance that he will take the matter 
up in the House of Commons. Our cor- 
respondent writes:—‘‘ The childless wife 
of a sailor receives 9s., of which he must 
allot Is. 6d. <A soldier’s wife receives 
12s. 6d. (now about to be increased to 
16s.), the soldier not allotting any por- 
tion. This is mamifestly unfair, and 
should be remedied. The sailor can 
now obtain additional separation allow- 
ance if, when his total emoluments ex- 
| ceed 10s. 6d. weekly, he allots a further 
| sum in multiples of 6d., to bring the total 
| allowance to 12s. 6d. Not one sailor in 
! 50, however, is aware of this, and if you 
| could make it more generally known 
| through your columns, I feel sure you 
would be doing the whole of the Lower 
| Deck a great service. The wives living 
im the London area can also claim the 
London allowance of 3s. 6d. weekly. The

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HELP FOR PARENTS OF YOUNG 
UNMARRIED MEN, 


The Ministry of Pensions announces 
that the’ recent concession of the grant 
of special separation allowance to 
parerts of unmarried sailors, soldiers, or 
airmen, who were under 26 at the out- 
break of war, or joining for service, it 
later, has been extended to. pensions. 
Such pensions in respect of men killed 
may now bé granted to parents under 
three categories :— 

1. Parents of men under 26 years 
on joining for service. 

Pensions hot exceeding 5s. weekly pro- 
vided the man was unmarried and leit 
no dependant eligible for separation 
allovemce or parein. 

This will start from the first pension 
pay-day in..November if application .is 
made by Jan. 31 next. 


2. Parents of men who were con- 
tributing to their parents’ 
support, 

Pensions .of not less than 3s. 6d. and 
not .excoeding 15s. a week. If two or 
more sons have been killed pensions may 
be granted wp to 30s. weekly for the two 
parents. 

3. Parents incapable of self-sup- 
port through infirmity or age 
and in pecuniary need, 

Not less than 3s. 6d. and not exceeding 
15s. a weék may be granted according to 
circumstances of the case.

Why Should Soldiers and Their Wives Get a Lower 
Allowance Than Unemployed Munition-Workers? 


By “TOMMY ATKINS.” 
|A Budget of Pension Problems 


The Government scheme of unemploy- 
ment pay, whereby the out-of-work muni- 
tion worker who has received big wages 
throyghout the war will receive 29s, per 
week, is much resented by discharged 
men, inasmuch as tho total disability 
pension given to men “broken in the 
war,” alter fighting at “a bob a day,” 
still stands at 27s. 6d. per week only. Re- 

resentations on this point were made by 
he Comrades of the Great War to the 
Ministry of Pensions, but, as that Asso- 
ciation was informed a short time ago 
that Mr. Hodge, M.P., is doing his best to 
obtain the consent of the. Treasury for 
the issue of a flat rate of 7s. 6d. for men 
undergoing treatment, in addition to the 
27s. 6d., the grievance for them is not 
quite so bad as it appears at first sight. 
There ‘still, however, remains the very 
just grievance of the totally disabled 
men who are not undergoing treatment, 
and, therefore, have only the bare 27s. 6d. 
However, it must be remembered that 
discharged sailors, soldiers and airmen 
who have served in the war and are un- 
able to obtain employment may claim the 
out-of-work benefit. It is tmportant they 
should note the procedure to be adopted. 
If they have served during the present 
war they must attend at an Employment 
Exchange or Branch Employment Office 
and take with them their discharge or 
other military certificates—otherwise, 
they must produce their Health Insur- 
ance record and Health Insurance oon- 
tribution cards, Before payment is made 
the applicant must attend at the Ex- 
change for 3 consecutive working days, 
but payment will not be made for these 3 
days. During receipt of benefit the at- 
tendance must be daily, or as otherwise 
directed, between specified hours at the 
Employment Exchange or Branch Office 
as a condition of the receipt of benefit 
which may be paid, in the case of dis- 
charged men, for as long as 20 weeks in 
the year, s 
Soidiers’ Wives Snubbed, 

A more genuine groung of grievance is 
that the unemployment enefit for women 
is fixed at 25s, per week, whereas the pay- 
ment made to the wife of a soldier since 
October, 1914, has been only one-half this 
amount, for the maintenance of both her- 
self and her home. Of course, the recent 
separation allowance concession brought 
an increase of 6s. Ed, for childless wives 
if they are unable to work, but experi- 
ence proves that this allowance ig not 
being paid to wives who are in receipt of 
a grant from the Civ{l Liabilities Commit- 
tee. If this grant of 6s. 6d. was originally 
intended to meet the increased cost of 
living, then it fails in its object in the 
case of all women who are in receipt of 
the Civil Liabilities grants. These grants 
have proved all along very far from wiat 
they were intended to be, inasmuch as 
re-enlisted pensioners’ wives when apply- 
ing for the grant have to show the amount 
of pension as earned income, and thus 
receive a grant less by that amount as a 
rule. Again, some borough councils and 
big firms are deducting the amount of the 
recent separation allowance increases 
from the payments made to the depen- 
dents of former employees who are now 
serving. When Parliament 1e-assembles 
this scandal will be exposed.

Quite a number of pensions problems

and would appear to need explanation in 
view of the fact that they are supposed 
to cover the cost of living, the increase of 
which is variously estimated in official 
circles from 70 per cent. to 130 per cent. 
Then, again, in the last session of Par- 
liament, a promise was made that the al- 
lowances for the children of widows 
would be placed on the same basis as the 
separation allowances for the children of 
serving soldiers, but up to the present 
nothing has been done, Again, why is 
there no London area allowance of 3s. 6d. 
per weck for the widow, the same as is 
paid to the soldier's wife; and why can 
the latter, if childless, draw an extra 
6s. 6d. per weck, whereas the widow is 
denied this boon? The latter, however, 
has just one advantage over the wife, in- 
asmuch as her personal allowance is 
lös, 9d. per week (as compared with the 
wife’s 12s. 6d.) and when she reaches the 
age of 45 she gets an extra ls. 3d, per week.

Of course, the widow also has an ad- 
vantage in the fact that her children’s al- 
lowances go on uninterrupted up to the 
age of 16 and in special cases up to the age 
of 21, whereas normally the soldier’s wife 
loses the allowances for her children after 
they pass the age of 14. It will thus be 
seen that the pensions and separation al- 
lowance schemes simply bristle with 
anomalies, and, indeed, it is very strange 
that nothing as yet has been-done either 
for officers disabled in former wars or for 
the widows of officers killed in former

The advantage of killing birds in the g 
above described manner lies in the fact 
| that such birds can be plucked whilst 
‘they are in a warm condition, which faci- | 
litates easy removal of the feathers, No, 
| blood is visible, as it collects in that part | 
‘of the neck where dislocation has taken 
| place; there is, therefore, nothing to soil 
ithe plumage of the bird or the hands of 
| the operator. To properly pluck a fowl | 
ithe feathers should be grasped with the 
| fingers as near to their roots as possible, 
| and should be jerked, not slowly dragged, 
iin the opposite direction to that in which 
| they grow.. The tender parts of the bird 
should be dealt with first, the head being 
| allowed to hang down all the time to pre- 
iyvent the blood from flowing back to- 
¿wards the body. As each bird is plucked 
iff should be laid on its back in a cool 
| place till the following day, when the 
;blood in the neek will be a congealed 
mass, ready to be cut clean away with 
the head -when drawing and trussing 
takes place.

London, 


THE FUTURE OF 
CRICKET. | 


TWO-DAY COUNTY MATCHES. | 


Lord Hawke, president of the M.C.C., 
took the chair at a meeting of the Advi- 
sory Committee of the Counties at the St. 
Pancras Hotel, London, In opening the 
proceedings Lord Hawke urged the com- 
mittee to think twice before making any 
drastic changes, He said 2 days’ matches 
would mean 4 loss of revenue, for if one 
of the days happened to be wet there 
would be no third day in which to re- 
coup. The proposal to have 8-ball overs 
would certainly save time, but it would 
impose undue strain upon tast bowlers. 
He suggested 7-ball overs, umpires not to 
be so particular as to the state of the 
wicket after rain, and a strict enforce- 
ment of the 2 minutes’ interval between ` 
batsmen going out and coming in. He `` 
also thought the public might be ad-; 
mitted at hali-price after 5 o'clock. | 

The meeting was peve; and at the end 
of a long sitting the following decisions; 
were Officially given out:— / 

The County Championship is to be car- 
tied on in 1919 in a modified form, All| 
county matches are to be restricted to 2 | 
days, play extending from 11.30 to 7.30 on; 
the first day, and from 11 o'clock to 7.30, 
on the second day. There will be no tea | 
interval, tea or other refreshment being | 
sent out on to the ground. Matches being 
limited to 2 days, there will be no Satur- 
day starts. ' 

A minimum of 6 out-and-home matches | 
will qualify a county to compete for the, 
championship, The proposals to extend 
the over to 7 or 8 balls were defeated, so 
that the over will consist of 6 balls, as | 


before. The proposals to limit the pro- 
i fessionals in county elevens to any arbi- 
| trary number were quashed, as was a 
proposal to abolish nurseries for young 
county players. | 
| The M.C.Č. Committee were requested to | 
do all in their power to help cricket in į 
regard to the Finance Act and the Enter- 
tainments Duty. 
|. The question of matches for the Austra- | 
lian Service team was held over until the | 
M.C.C. hear officially from the Australian 
Board of Control, To reduce travellin 
expenses, it was decided to onps loca 
umpires as much as possible, all umpires 
i having to be approved by the M.C.C. 
Views on the Changes. 

The reforms which have been insti- 
tuted for next season’s cricket have been 
extremely well received by the majority 
of players, although some are doubtful 
as to the wisdom of the proposed 
changes. In short, the “rush order” 
flavour (as they term it) in the new pro- 
posals is not commending itself to those 
cricketers who refuse to believe that the 
dighest standard of play can be shown 
by 2 powerful sides and a match brought 
_ to a definite conclusion in 2 days. Rbt. 
! Abel, one of the greatest of Surrey bats- 
men says: ‘Modern batsmen will have 
to completely change their tactics at the 
‘wicket to live up to thé new speed-limit 
demanded by the 2-day system. There 
must be no more playing the ball with 
the legs, and the laws will have to be 
altered accordingly. It should be de- 

creed that when a batsmam steps in 
front of the wicket with no intention of 
playing the ball, and the ball strikes his 
legs when it would otherwise have. hi 
the wicket, the batsman is ‘ out. > Abe 
is against the abolition of the recognised 
tea interval. He says uninterrupted 
play from 2 o'clock to 7.30, except for a 
‘hurried ‘‘ swallow of tea on the field,” 
| will not work. He advocates the reten- 
tion of the quarter of an hour’s wna omg 
for'tea and a return to the cool seclusion 
of the pavilion, and particularly will 
this be necessary on the hottest days of: 
summer. 

Temporary Rules Only. 
|The recommendations of Monday go to 
the M.C.C. Committee for confirmation. 
| It must not be thought that they are for 
| all time. The season of 1919 is recog- 
| nised on all hands as a period for re- 
| constructing the game. The hours al- 
lotted to the 2 days allow of roughly 15 
for playing, as against about 16 that 3 
days used to yield. So the chances of 
definite’ results are not so remote as 
would appear at first sight. And in this 
connection it must be remembered that, 
| following the example of the minor 
| counties, points for winning or losing on 
' the first innings were added or deducted 
lin the senior competition in the 4 sea- 
| fons beginning 1911. That arrangement 
! undoubtedly added to the public inte- 
rest, 
players in the struggle for the lead on 
the first innings. We assume that this 
system will be applied to next season’s 
first-class competition.
